A previous winner of the Eckhardt-Gramatté Com- 
petition, JAMES PARKER completed the Bachelor of Music 
degree in 1985 at the University of British Columbia. He 
is the recent recipient of a Canada Council award to enable 
him to further his performance studies with Adele Marcus 
at the Julliard School.
